THE PLATFORM. 

The DcnuM'racy of Kentucky in con¬ 
vention assembled do reaffirm their alle- 
i giance to the principle* of the party as 
announced by Jefferson and Jackson. 

We are iu favor of bimetallism, and to 
that end we hold to the use of both gold 
and silver as the standard money of the 
country, and the free coinage of both 
gold and silver, without diacri mi nation 
against either metal, at the ratio of 16 to 
1, independent of agreement with any 
other nation. We favor the Immediate 
repeal of all law* by which silver waa 
demonetized and demand ita unqualified 
restoration to the right of free and un¬ 
limited coinage in the mint* of the 
United Stale* as money of final re¬ 
demption. ...... -- — « 

We held that the aecratary of the 
treasury should exerciss his isgai right 


to redeem all coin obligation* in gold or 
silver, a* mar be more convenient, and 
are opposed to the issue of bond* in time 
, of peace fur the maintenance of the gold 
reserve or any other purpose. 

We are opposed to the national hank¬ 
ing system and to any enlargement of ita 
power*, and opposed to any contraction 
of the currency by the retirement of 
greenbacks or otherwise. 

We declare it to be a fundamental 
principal af Democracy that the federal 
government has no constitutional power 
to impose and collect tariff duties except 
for the purpose of reveuue only, and the 
! collection of such taxes should be limi¬ 
ted to the necessities of the government 
| honestly aud economically administered. 

That the Iteniocratic party ha* ever 
heea the party of personal liberty and 
religiou* freedom, and i* now and ha* 
always been opp»«ed to any union of 
.church and state. It is opposed to the 
' enactment of all law* the purpose or de¬ 
sign of which i* to sustain or enforce 
auv religiou* tenet, or sect, and to auv 
! law, organization or society, religiou* or 
political, secret or otherwise, that tend* 
to proecrihe any citizen for or on account 
of liis religiou* belief or to apply any 
such test a* a qualification for public 
office. 

We condemn and deuounce in unmeas¬ 
ured term* the illegal and unwarranted 
action of the Republican governor of 
Keutucky in calling out the military 
power of the state for the purpose of 
overawing the legislature, suppressing 
the civil authorities and by force, fraud 
aud intimidation, attempting to elect, 
contrary to the wisbee of the people, a 
Republican to the United States senate; 
and commend the conduct of each and 
every Democratic member of the legisla¬ 
ture, aud every Democrat who stood 
loyally to the support of the party and 
ita nominee in that canleat. 

We declare the support of the party 
nominee* to be the true tr*t of party 
fealty, and that every nominee i* entitled 
to the undivided support of the party. 

Resolved, Tbit the delegate* chosen 
by this convention to the National Demo¬ 
cratic convention to be held at Chicago 
July 7, 1896, I* and they an- hereby in¬ 
structed to cast the vote of the state of 
Keutucky in said convention for Hon. J.

ADVANTAGES OF FREE 8ILVER. 

The Hooey Qneatioa Dlecneeed la a 
Forcible Addresa By aa Elo¬ 
quent 8peaker. 

The silver question waa discussed in a 
masterly address on “The SJodern Judas" 
before the Ohio liberal society by Attor¬ 
ney A. A. Brown. Among other things 
he said: 

The bimetallist today stands firmly 
upon precedent, sod will sooner or later 
ask a verdict at your hands upoa the law 
and evidence that is the heritage of a 
free people. The monometallic paints 
pictures of the distrom and rain that 
will fell*# the remonetization of silver, 
shutting bis eyes to the great fact that 
since, .the "crime oL7T there hasbyeo 
greater financial rain, greater distress, 
greater poverty, asore frictiea between 


capital and labor, than in any other two 
decades in our history, while our high¬ 
ways have been thronged with armies of 
the unemployed. True, there has been 
a season of prosperity, but the reaction 
following this great "crime" has been 
terrible and awful to contemplate, and 
the end is not yeL In the midst of this 
commercial ruin we are cautioned against 
a return to that system under which the 
whole world grew in commercial develop¬ 
ment and nations traded as members of 
one household. (Told and ailver hare 
been the medium of exchange, the 
measure of value since the birth of civi¬ 
lisation, and as constituted by unani¬ 
mous consent the money of the world 
ever sioce barter and trad* gave way to 
a medium of exchange. Until the act of 
demonetization in 1*16 in England, and 
1*73 in the United States, concerning 
which latter measure Carlisle, now the 
paid advocate of the single gold stand¬ 
ard, the stool pigeon of Wall street, the 
purchased convert to a principle the 
operation of which he pictured with aw¬ 
ful certainty, the most pitiable example 
of political treachery that has lived since 
the day* of Benedict Arnold, whose eye* 
arc blinded with a golden glitter of 
Rothschild's palace, said: 

"I know the world's stock of precious 
metals is uonc too large, aud I see no 
reason to apprehend that it will ever he 
so. Mankind will be fortunate indeed 
if the annual production of gold and ail¬ 
ver coin shall keep nan- with the anntial 
increase of population, commerce and 
industry. A coo riling to my view* of the 
subject the conspiracy which scents to 
have been formed here and in Europe 
to destroy by legislation and otherwise 
from three sevenths to one half of the 
metallic money of the world is the most 
gigantic crime of this or any other age. 

"The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery 
upon the human race than all the war*, 
pestilence* aud famines that ever occur¬ 
red in the history of the world." 

What are the fruit* *>f a single stand¬ 
ard? James H. Eckels, comptroller of 
the currency, the mouthpiece of "the 
fisherman of the white house," in a 
speech in Cincinnati, April 17, describe* 
the situation thus; “I de not indulge in 
exaggeration of speech or extravagance 
of statement when I say nt no time 
within the la-t three decade* have con¬ 
dition* so serious confronted the A uteri-1 
can business world." That speech must 
have been a "lupsit* lingua." The United 
8tuU-s had the free ami unlimited coin- ■ 
age of both gold Hnd silver until 1873. 

The gold standard men have had the 
country since then, and now, after these I 
year* have passed, instead of extolling' 
the virtues or a "single standard," and 
portraying to delighted nnd prosperous 
million* its wonderful work*, they tell 
us the existing conditions "never were 
so serious a* they are nowthey tell 
u« that the American business world is 
paralyzed, upon which proposition the 
bimetallists take no issue, and they ad¬ 
vise you to stick to the sinking ship; 
upou thi* proposition I take issue and 
contend that thi* act secretly, fraudu¬ 
lently and stealthily passed lie .repealed, 
and this blut upon our party politics be 
expunged. 

A silver dollar contains -112] grains of 
stundurd silver, having a marketable 
value in every market on earth. The, 
act of the government in its coinage did 
not alter it* value a* a commodity in the , 
least. The act in ilaclf was simply the 
guarantee of the government that the 
piece coined contained so many grains of 
pure silver and so many grains of alley— 
a certificate, if you please, of weight and 
purity. To coin 810,tea) in silver the 
government would require 4,125,000 
grains, and if coined into one single piece 
would weigh a fraction over 716 pounds. 

This comparison at once puts at reel 
the charge of fiatism, and thua I hurl 
back the charge unmasked, disclosing ita 
nakedness, stripped, aa it ia, of logic, 
trnth or reason. I believe literally in 
"an honest dollar,” a dollar that "stead¬ 
ily, persistently, oontinuooaly, indefi¬ 
nitely iocroaeee in purchasing power, 
benefit ting tie human being bat the bol¬ 
der and owner ef fixed securities payable 
is geld," is not aa boaeat dollar. And a 
dollar tbq value of which If "open iq. the 
•oat unguarded way to the operation 
of every Infionnoa that toads to deprive 
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it of stability” is a menace to every 
debtor in the land and dangerous te a 
nation's commerce. It means a lowering 
ef prices; it means that the goods you 
have oo your shelf, in your stores, are 
constantly depreciating in value; that 
instead of selling them today at a profit 
you must tell helew coot, aud instead of 
the mercantile world prospering, bank¬ 
ruptcy, insolvency and ruin sure the 
American merchant In the face. 

The constitution of the United States 
declares that congress ' shall pass no law 
impairing the obligations of a contract." 
yet by the ael of the ASd congress, by its 
legislation, changed the conditions of 
every contract where future payment 
was to be made by increasing the value 
ef the money which waa to be used. 
And now because the people of this 
country are rising in their might to pro¬ 
test against that legislation that has en¬ 
larged every debt aud cwntracted an ob¬ 
ligation without the consent of the debt¬ 
or nnd without compensation they are 
"inflationists," “flatists," 'cranks," and 
every effort now made te restore the dol¬ 
lar to it* original value is pronounced an 
effort to inflate the currency and "deluge 
the country with fifty cent money," but 
the creditor das* that thus indulges in 
criticisms sees no dishonesty in a con¬ 
stantly descending dollar so long aa the 
benefit of the increase inures to his 
profit. 

What is free coinage? It is that sys¬ 
tem of law that perntiu any owner or 
holder of gold or silver bullion to pre¬ 
sent it for coinage at any mint in the 
United State*. If it ia of a less sUndard 
of finem-** than required for monetary 
pur|MMc* it is refined by the government 
al the cost of the depositor; it is then 
coined or stamped by the government, 
which uot insures to the holder of thu 
dollar that as a piece of silver it in nine 
tenths fine and contains 4I2| grains. 
This dollar then, or iu equivalent, is re¬ 
turned to the depositor, the government 
has no claim upuu it whatever; it l>elongs 
to the depositor and he circulates it ns 
money nt iu market value, either appre¬ 
ciated or depredated, as dictated by the 
law of supply and demaud. Gold and 
silver submit to exactly the same treat¬ 
ment. and the bimeulist demands that 
both shnll lie legal lender for all debts, 
both public and private, al the option of 
the debtor, the law only fixing the ratio 
al which they may circulate, the luw 
of supply aud demand regulating their 
relative value. 

Again we are told bv the monometal- 
list that gold never varies in value, that 
it is Worth identically the uiiis in all 
the markcU of the world, that it n»ver 
changes; vet they charge in" the very 
next declaration they make that gold, 
under certain monetary conditions, would 
leave this country and go to Europe. 
Wherein, I pray, is there an inducement 
to the capitalist, the holder of fixed 
debts, to risk shipping great volumes of 
gold to Europe if their first proposition 
is true ? The facts arc they have builje<l 
a political policy on the quicksauds of 
fnUehnod, and to maintain their struct¬ 
ure they must continue a raise polity 
throughout. 

The interest* of the ailver miner, how¬ 
ever, are least important iu tbo struggle 
we are engaged in. 

The greatest amount of ailver ever pro¬ 
duced iu this country in a single year 
never reached 60,000.000 ounce*, and the 
greatest loos by demonetisation could 
not exceed #32,(MK>,000 to the ailver miner 
in a corresponding period. But with 
the depreciation of silver all other com¬ 
modities declined (except taxes. Interest 
and debts.) The wheat crop annually 
amounts to 500,000,000 bushels, and a 
like depreciation on wheat aggregate* a 
loss to the farmer of #250,000,#00. 

The cotton crop for 1804 amounted la 
6,600,000 bale* of 470 pounds each; a like 
depreciation on cotton represents a lots 
of 9810,000,000; a like depreciation on 
all other farm products represent* a lose 
to the farmer of 9440.000,000, while hie 
lorn owing to depreciation of farm lands 
approximates #1,200.000,000.

Wallace 
grubbed the bird about the throat nnd 
tried with nil his might to choke his 
puree up. but one upward kick of tho 
big fellow's hoof settled any further 
effort in that way. Wallace wa*almost 
willing to feel grateful for the small 
favor of an unbroken arm, but there 
wn* money in the purse, nnd he could 
n>>’ »ec the ostrich making food of his 
worldly goods with impunity. Mean¬ 
while Mr*.

I write aa one from North Idaho. 
Harden aot your hearts and stiffen not 

your neck*, for the time U near at hand 
when we, aa a government, can better 
our condition financially. Now the 
question arises in my mind : Will you 
do it? There will be do .rouble to right 
all wrong#, if you will stand with a firm 
determination and rote 10 to I. We are 
Dot here to deal in sentiment—we are 
plain, matter-of-fact people. 

But my mind cannot agree with Mr. 
James Horn, of Riclilandtown, Pa., 
when he said in The World, May I, 1896, 
that the Uuited States should not be 
made the dumping ground lor the whole 
world's silver. There is no use for us to 
borrow trouble. Along on tbis line, for 
sure thing, a fiood of silver is more de¬ 
sirous lhau a draft of gold at the present 
time. 

Dear readers, it is proposed by tbc bi¬ 
metalists to remonetise silver, and add 
it to the quantity of money that ia to be 
used for meaauring the value of all other 
property. In dollars, at a ratio to gold 
of 16 to 1, there are about the same num¬ 
ber of dollars of silver in the world aa 
gold. s 

The report of the director of our mint 
says there was in the world in 1890, in 
the form of silver cwin and bullion used 
*» money, $3,920,571,$46. A cubic fool 
of silver weights, 10.47-1 Troy ounces, 
sod, using 3711 grains to each dollar, 
this will make a cubic foot of cast silver 
worth *18,444. 

You get this by multiplying the In,471 
by 480, the number of grains iiinn ounce, 
and dividing the result by 3711, the num¬ 
ber of grains in a dollar You then waul 
to divide the $3,820,471,346, the silver 
of the world, by 13,<>41, the iiumb-r of 
dollars in a cubic* foot, it givrs 282,085 
cubic feet of silver iu the world. 

Can you comprehend, uiy frieuds, what 
a quantity af silver this is? I will tell 
you bow. It will make a block of silver 
66 feet wide, 66 feet long aud 06 feet 
high. You cau empty all of the (tucket# 
of the people of the world of tbeirsilvrr. 
the bank vaults, the merchants' money 
drawers, the sub-treasuries, the children's; 
safes, all India, Mexico, South America, | 
Kuglaud, France, Germany, Russia Italy.; 
Austria, the Netherlands, British Amer¬ 
ica. China, Japan, and the islands, big 
and little, of the oceans, and you can 
put it all into the basement of the treas¬ 
ury building of the United States. 

"It is a matter of mathematical calcu¬ 
lation, ami no intelligent citizen need l« 1 
•ither alarmed or deceived." This is 
the quantity of silver in the world, and 
it will be well for the readers of the 
Thrice-a-Week World to remember it 
when they hear some one talking about 
a flood of silver.
